Wins King School Provincial Award 



& 
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Winning the Provincial School 
Forestry Competition, Sacred 
Heart Separate School has 
brought distinction to King 
Township and York County. 
Sponsored by the Ontario Hor- 
ticultural Association, the award 
gives the school a cash prize of 
$50, placing it first over four 
other districts. 

The Ontario championship won 

by grade 8, under the guidance 
of Sister Mary Fleurctte, teach- 
ing there after teaching at St. 
John's school in Newmarket for 
several years, is small in com* 
pardon to the wealth of knowl- 
edge gained in the care and value 
of Ontario forestation and the 
love of trees for themselves. 
The school woodlot is the special 
pride of every pupil and won the 
admiration of the department of 

forestry*

competed.

The woodlot was replenished 
with new trees from the forestry 
department. The children re- 
paired and whitewashed the 
fence. To identify the spot, Ken 
Best and Joe Dean scrubbed an 
old plank board and gave it sev- 
eral coats of paint; on it was 
painted o school sign. The whole 
plan pleased the department's 
forestry examiner. Like other 
schools in the competition, the 
children collected and named a 
chart of leaves. They made a 
research hike with Mr. Lloyd 
Rckcll of the Maple Forestry 
Hranch, who found that about 
109 trees were alive and thriving 

in the woodlot. 

Then came the academic part 
of the work. The sister set stiff 
written examinations in forestry, 
carefully examining nnd grading 
the papers. From these results, 
she nnd the class selected five 
pupils to represent grade eight 
on the oral quiz presented by the

EDITORIAL 

At The Gateway 

In a few more days, the year will have spun itself 
into history and with it the pride of happy accom- 
plishment, the frustration of failure. But whatever 
it bo f it will become a memory as the clocks strike mid* 

night and a new year is borm We can't recall what 

has passed, but we can take heart from our experiences 

and strike out anew. 

It has not been a happy year. The threat of an 

all-out atomic war has hung like a pall just beyond 
the horizon. The tension of anxiety has become com- 
mon-place; there is a tendency to ignore the threat, 
to pretend it doesn't exist, as if such pretenses were 
themselves an escape. 

It has been a year which also saw the awakening 
of an effort, the coalescing of the realization that our 
way of life can only be maintained by our own effort, 
no matter how demanding that effort may be. It is 
paradoxical that besides this awakening effort, there 
should be a counter-desire to. turn our backs upon its 
cause. 

It has been a year when Canadians have watched 
with growing apprehension the revelations of political 
and social immorality within its neighbor's borders, 
and wondered if there was such a cancer to be exposed 
at home. A commission was set up in Ontario to 
examine the patient for signs of the disease. So far, 
the reports have not been too serious. But we wonder. 
We wonder because the giant to the south of us has 
left its impression upon UB in so many other ways. 

Whatever our hopes or our fears, the sum of what 
we do is the sum of ourselves. No one can do much 
for us unless we are willing that it be done, unless we 
lend ourselves to the doing. Fundamentally, the course 
of the new year will be set at our direction. If enough 
of us choose to blind ourselves to the threat to our 
future, our country will be blinded; if enough of us 
strive for the fulfilment of our destiny, it will be ful- 
filled. There is no such thing as the neutrality of 
indifference. Even that can determine our course. 

I^et us make of our world what we can. It is our 
individual resolution, and that only which can accom- 
plish it.

The award of tho increase to 

the constfmors is in line with 
increases announced across the 
province earlier this, month. It 
means that the producers receive 
4.60 a hundredweight for their 
mUk, an increase of 52H cents 
over tho old price. 

The producers' claim has been 
that increased cost of production, 
including feed, help, implements, 
etc., have justified the new price. 

In Toronto, the milk control 
board established a differential 
between the costs of store-bought 
milk and home delivery but no 
such differential was set for 
Nowmarkct or any of the other 

Ontario markets. 

In announcing Iho increase. 

the dairies said that there would 
be no deliveries on either Wed* 
nesday or Sunday after the New 
Year until further notice and 
asked householders to order in 
advance for these days. 

The new prices are: milk, 
quarts', 21 cents; pints, 12 cents; 
small, 6 cents; buttermilk, qts., 
17 cents, pints, 9 cents; chocolate 
milk, quarts, 22 cents, pints, 13 
cents, small, 7 cents; skim milk, 
quarts, 15 cents; table cream, 
quarts, 85 cents, small, 22 cents; 
whipping cream, quarts, $1.25, 
small, 32 cents, 

Tho dairies announced thut all 
the tickets purchased it the old 
price will require two cer\\t per 

3unrt nnd one cent per pint ad* 
itional.

Volunteer Company of their vil- 
lage. On Wednesday, June 17, 
1863 the Sharon company of vol- 
unteers were presented by the 
ladies of the village with a drum 

and two fifes. 

The men were mustered in the 
drill shed ready to march to 
Newmarket, the headquarters of 
their battalion, to meet with 
other companies for battalion 
drill, when the presentation was 
made. Miss Mary Willson made 
the presentation and Miss Mar- 
tha Stokes read the address. 
Captain John Selby of the com- 
pany made the reply after which 
came the usual amount of cheer- 
ing for the Queen, the ladies and 
the captain. The men then start- 
ed with light hearts for their 
destination. 

The Address 

'The very pleasing task has 
been allotted to us of presenting 
to you and the officers and men 
of No. 8 company of the 12th 
Battalion of York Infantry on 
behalf of the ladies of Sharon, 
the three instruments of military 
music before us — two fifes and a 
Urum. May the tap of that drum 
and the shrill notes of the fifes 
inspire you while on the dreary 
inarch to guar'. 1 vour country's 
honor. 

"We present I sc instruments 
to you in ful. confidence that 
there is not a coward in £our 
ranks to disgrace the livery of 
our beloved Queen; and in your 
untarnished loyalty and determ- 
ination to defend this, our noble 
country, from desecration by 
the hands of the invader, come 
he from whence he may. 

"In doing so you defend the 
freest country on earth; you de- 
fend your homes and our homes, 
those cherished spots where our 
aged sires, the families of many 
of you and friends of all of us, 
live and worship under the 
guidance of truth. Should your 
present march be but the pre* 
iude of actual conflict with that 
unworthy foe, that band of as- 
sassins who for two years since 
invaded our soil, you will have 
our most earnest prayers for 
your safe return, and we here 
invoke the God of Battles to 
lend you a strong arm and nerve 
you for this contest in behalf of 
right. 

"And now In such a contest and 
in the names of your mothers,

The Reply 

"Ladies: On behalf of the of- 
ficers, N. C. officers and men of 
No. 8 'Company, 12th York Bat- 
talion, I return through you to 
the ladies of Sharon, a soldier's 

sincere thanks for the hand- 

some gifts presented us; and here 
assure you that should it ever 

fall to our lot to hold the tented 
field, we shall always remember 
in the midst of all our dangers, 
the fair hands who gave it, and 
the fair faces of the girls we have 
left behind us. 

"With such thoughts and with 
a firm reliance on the greatest 
of all Commanders, we hope al- 
ways to guard unsullied the 
houses of our birth and adoption, 
and rest assured we shall fight 
none the worse for remembering 
that we have your prayers and 
well wishes for our well-doing. 
If our orders carry us to the 
front to those Fenian hordes, we 
shall not be unmindful of your 
injunction — 'REMEMBER 
RIDGEWAY!' Our God and our 
country is our motto and we 
hope that no act of ours, nor any 
one of us, will ever bring dis- 
grace upon us." 

Reports of them agree that 
they were a battalion of stalwart, 
hardy, well-drilled and plucky 
volunteers and hard to beat. ! 
Even the Globe remarked: "The j 
volunteers of the York Battal- ' 
ion took Toronto by surprise and 
were in the highest degree 
praiseworthy." On July 1, 1870, 
a monument was unveiled at 
Queen's Park in memory of the 
men who fell at Ridgeway. Tins 
was erected by volunteer com- 
panies. 

Canada's Claim 

Canada had suffered a great 
deal through these raids and she 
presented her claim for "alarm 
of her citizens, the death of her 
brave men, the temporary paral- 
ysis of business and the expendi- 
ture of millions in money." Di- 
plomacy and politics, augmented 
by indifference and hostility, 
played a very poor part in the 
settlement. 

The country to the south 
threw overboard decency ami 
honor in the awareness of po- 
tential votes, and evaded making 
any restitution, while the British 
government guaranteed a loan 
for the construction of the In- 
tercolonial Railway as an in- 
demnity to Canada. Canadian 
papers indignantly declared that 
Canada had been sold for a mess 
of pottage. One definitely fav- 
orable result evolved from the 
feeling rampant at the time: the 
various shades of Canadian op- 
inion were welded into nn unan- 
imous approval of the Confeder- 
ation of the Canadian provinces. 
Trouble In the North West 

The even tempo of civil life 
was disturbed again in 1870. A 
lieutenant-governor had been ap- 
pointed to the North West- Ter- 
ritories, with the result that the 
French half-breed inhabitants in 
the Red River Valley were in- 
dignant because they and their 
lands had been transferred from 
one government to another with- 
out their wishes having been 
consulted. 

The new governor, on his way 
to the West, received a warning 
signed by tauis Rcil. the tender 
of these settlers. In an effort to 
conciliate, a provisional govern- 
ment was set up with Neil as 
president. A Bill of Rights was 
drawn, and if the malcontents 
had stopped there, all might have 
been well. But Roil went fur- 
ther — he took prhoner a number 
of the Loyalist settlers, and after 
a mockery of trial, Thomas Scott I 
was brutally shot. The news of 
this murder produced the wild- 
est excitement throughout On-, 
tario. 

Louis Beit 

It was in April of that year 
that the first rumors reached the 
district around Newmarket and 
Sharon. Meetings were at once 
organized, strong indignation was 
expressed, and Louis Reil was 
condemned for the murder of 
this young mam Reil was con- 
sidered to bo but a tool. 

Those at the meetings insisted 

that armed forces be sent at once 
to protect the Inhabitants of the 
Red River Valloy. A force, 
partly Imperial and partly 
Canadian, under General 
Wolsely, was dispatched tq re- 
store order. When the troops 
reached Fort Garry it was to 
learn that Reil and his associ- 
ates had fled. They had left 
their breakf a st untouched, 
mounted their horses and hur- 
riedly crossed the Red River. . 

From evidence adduced, by 
1875 the Dominion government 
promised omnaUy to all con- 
cerned in the Rebellion except 
Roll and Lepine, who wore to be 
banished for five years, and ab- 
solute exclusion of O'Donahue, 
who had aided in a Fenian raid. 
This was done to secure peace 
and tranquility in the North 



West Territory. 

In 1885 the old cry arose which 

had caused the troubles of 1870. 

The French half-breeds disliked 
the plan of the lots as raid out 
by the dominion surveyors. They 

had laid them out in square 
blocks instead of the old French 
method of long and narrow 
farms fronting on the river. 
Reil, who had been living quietly 
across the border, was invited to 
return and be their champion. 
He proceeded to draw another 
Bill of Rights which was sent 
to Ottawa. There was no re- 
sponse to this. In March, 1885, 
the country was electrified by 
the news that actual violence 
had broken out at Duck Lake. 
The response was magnificent, 
and in a very few days 3,500 men 
were on the way to the North 
West. 

Composite Force 

Major James Wayling and 
Sergeant Kavanagh of Sharon 
left at once. A composite battal- 
ion was formed of four compan- 
ies from the York Rangers and 

four companies from the 35th 
Battalion, Simcoe Foresters. This 
meant that several senior officers 
who wished to take part had to 
revert in rank. James Wayling 
was a major in his own battalion, 
but reverted to rank of captain 
and commanded a company 
composed of men from Sha- 
ron and Newmarket. For service 
in this campaign he was award- 
the medal and bar. 

In May, word was received 
from Major Wayling that the 
men of the 12th York Rangers 
had arrived at Qu'Appelle. Then 
letters began arriving from the 
Sharon men who had enlisted — 
that of Corporal Terry is the only 
name found at this time. SergL 
Hillary of Aurora inspected the 
men of Sharon and Newmarket 
companies. 

In this day of rapid and easy 
transportation, it is difficult to 
realize that the troops from the 
eastern section had a dreary time 
in crossing the gaps which still 
existed in the Canadian Pacific 
Railway to the east of Port Ar- 
thur, and as the United States 
government would not permit an 
armed force to pass over Am- 
erican territory by train, much 
hardship and suffering had to 
be endured. Around the north 
shore of Lake Superior the cold 
was intense — deep snow, march- 
ing, riding on open flat cars, 
little or no sleep and the ther- 
mometer standing at 50 below — 
then again the march across the 
frozen prairie against the never- 
ceasing wind. Details of hard- 
ships might be continued. It was 
a remarkable campaign and by 
the courage of these men from 
the provinces the lives of many 
helpless white settlers were 
saved. 

Wayling Family 

The Wayling family has for 
long been a part of Sharon. Col- 
onel James Wayling was born Itt 
the city of Toronto In the year 
1843. At an early age he left 
the city and came to near Sha- 
ron to learn farming with his 
uncle, Thomas Wayling. Later 
he purchased a farm and a few 
years after that he bought an- 
other just below the village. He 
held the view that all men should 
know how to defend their coun- 
try in time of need, and joined 
the 12th Battalion York Ran- 
gers, a county battalion. Dur- 
ing the Fenian Raid in 1880, his 
company was mobilized, but 
owing to the abrupt ending of 
the raid the company did not 
leave headquarters. 

In 1800 he was given command 
of the 12th York Rangers, which 
he held until 1802, when he was 
placed on the list of reserve of- 
ficers with rank of lieutenant- 
colonel. For his long service he 
was awarded the Victoria decor- 
ation, and made honorary colonel 
of the battalion, which ho held 
during hi; '..tutlmc. 

Lieut. Colonel Wayling took a 
great interest in Masonic affairs 
and was made district deputy 
grand master of his Masonic dis- 
trict. Also ho was chosen by 
the Liberal - Conservatives of 
North York to contest the elec- 
tion as a member of the prov- 
incial parliament, but was de- 
feated by the Hon. E. J. Davis, 
the Liberal nominee. 

Lieutenant-Colonel James 
Wayling married in 1068 Eliza- 
beth Donn, a daughter of Jesse 
Doan of Sharon. His death took 
place on his farm, July 12, 1922, 

The military tradition of the 
Wayling family was carried on 
by Lteut.-Col. James Wayling, 
Jr., who was born in the vi- 
cinity of Sharon in 1868. In 1886 
ho was given a commission as 
lieutenant in the 12th Battalion, 
York Rangers, and served with 
the battalion until 1001, when 
from 1899 he had been Captain 
Adjutant.

There has been some criticism of the extent of 
the surplus for the first eight months of this fiscal 
year. In considering this criticism there are a few 
important points to be borne in mind. 



A_ finance minister in present- 
ing a budget must look into the 
future and anticipate changing 
conditions and make provision 
for Qeeded expenditures and rev- 
enue. 

Athough Mr. Abbott is finance 
minister, in a Liberal govern- 
ment, he has a record of being 
conservative in his estimates. 

Last spring Mr. Abbott bud- 
geted for a surplus of some $20 

million and instituted certain tax 

charges. I think we safely may 

assume that Mr. Abbott, like 

many other business leaders, an- 
ticipated a lessening in the infla- 
tion spiral which in turn would 
be reflected in decreased taxa- 
tion revenue. 

^ However, contrary to expecta- 
tions, the inflationary trend has 
continued and buoyant business 
all along the line has meant 
buoyant tax revenue. 

The opposition in the House 
and in the press has freely criti- 
cized the mounting surplus re- 
ported from month to month. 

Mr. Abbott points out that as 
at November 1, national revenue 
has exceeded expenditure by 
only 12 percent which is a small- 
er margin than that experienced 
by governments in Ontario, Que- 
bec, Alberta and the United 
States. 

It should further be kept in 
mind that heavy government ex- 
penditures occur from January 
to March when the fiscal year 
ends and it is essential to have 
adequate reserves to meet these 
outlays. Also the existence of a 
surplus saves the country the ex- 
pense of borrowing from the 
banks. 

Defence 

Canada's defence program is of 
very extensive proportions and 
includes many features which of 
necessity are not trumpeted from 
the housetops. 

It was interesting news to most 
Canadians when the government 
recently announced that in spite 
of innumerable difficulties Can- 
ada is pushing ahead with the 
erection of a string of air sta- 
tions across our 4,000 mile nor- 
thern frontier as a guard against 
possible enemy attack. 

Some of these stations, com- 
plete with the most modern ra- 
dar equipment, are located elose 
to the North Pole, more than 
3,000. miles north of the Canada- 
United States border. 
No Election Next Year 

From time to time articles 
have oppeared in the press hint- 
ing nt the possibility of a federal 
election next year. Here on Par- 
liament Hill there is no evidence 
to substantiate the report. The 
lost election was held in June 
1049 and the life of this parlia- 
ment extends until 1054. 

There hove been no develop- 
ments thus far which would in 
tiny way justify the holding of 
an election at this time and I can 
assure you there is no evidence 
that the government now has 
any such Intentions. 

There have been rumors too of 
the pending retirement of Prime 
Minister St. Laurent. I think I 
can safely say such rumors are 
news to the prime minister. He

Tobacco Tax 

There have been protests from 
consumers and producers that 
the present tax on cigarettes and 
tobacco is excessive.

United States. 

Very strong criticism has been 
registered against the present 
taxes which have resulted in a 
decline in sales. However this is 
now near the end of the year and 
a tax change now would mean 
a considerable amount of incon- 
venience both to tax collectors 
and business generally and while 
no relief action is now contem- 
plated I think a reduction in to- 
bacco tax would be a pretty safe 
bet for the next budget which 

will be brought down early next 

year.

We know 
a young man who is wishing that next year will sec 
a great improvement in his skittle alley bowling; and 
we know a few lawn bowlers who have put their plastic 
"marbles" away with the moth-balls, in the hope that 
when the turf is green again they'll show better form 
than ever before. 

It is a good thing to "wish". In fact, if we look 
into ourselves a good deal of our conscious life is made 
up of wishing. Not to wish for something or other is 
a sign of mental decay. The man who is satisfied with 
himself and everything around him is not an enviable 
member of our human society.

This does not mean that we should not be thankful 
for many things we possess, among them good health, 
good hearing and good sight. It is only when we lose 
one or another of these precious possessions that we 
realize we were not thankful enough. All three are 
irreplaceable possessions, and those who have them 
should l>e profoundly thankful. 

Some people darken their future by regrets over 
the past. Instead of looking forward they, like Lot's 
wife, look back. They regret this or that and the other. ' 
Such people should take to heart what Somerset 
Maugham once wrote: "I have learned," he said, "to 
regret nothing." Since one cannot recall what is past, 
one should look to the future. 

The only use that the past can serve is a means 
of checking up on where we failed. With this in mind, 
our wish is that all our readers may have a good year 
in 1952. May you all have good health, success and 
happiness - above all, health and happiness - is the

HITTING THE LITTLE MAN 

A very illuminating talk we had the other day 
with a Main street merchant made us wise on a bill 
that looks like lx>ing passed by the federal parliament 
before the present session is concluded, and is calculated 
to prove very detrimental to the livelihoods of the small 
retailers. The major purpose of the new legislation is 
to free retail prices from existing restrictions. 

What the new legislation appears to mean is this: 
Retail prices at present restricted by the manufacturers 
will be freed and retailers will be able to fix their own 
prices for the customer. At first glance this would 
appear to provide an equal chance for all retail mer- 
chants; but a second glance reveals an altogether 
different picture. 

In practice the new legislation enabtea the large 
department stores to fix their own prices to tho con- 
sumer, and this will imperil the livelihoods of great 
numbers of the smaller merchants who cannot buy in 
such huge quantities as the mammoth department stores. 
While prices remain fixed to the scale set by the manu- 
facturers, the selling prices of the department stores 

and the small retailers are equal. 

The new legislation will free merchandise for a 
"cut-throat" competition in prices charged to the 
consumer, and it is obvious that in such an unequal 
trade race the "little man" must lose out. Those who 
go to the wall in this unequal struggle will be compelled 
to seek other means of finding a living. And where 
will a graduate in pharmacy, for example, find that 
living? 

Price controls in specialized merchandise were a 
wise provision imposed by the manufacturers to check 
the "cut-throat" competition whicn will inevitably bo 
revived by their removal, 

AN ELDERCRAFT SOCIETY 

A project emanating from the Aurora Rotary Club, 
at the instance of a committee of which Rotarhm S. 
Gordon Hoffman is the chairman, deserves very close 
and cordial attention. The project concerns an Kldcr- 
craft Society and a great many people may wonder just 
what that means. 

We understand that further information will be 
forthcoming from the committee itself, but in the mean- 
time we are offering tho following observations on 
our present understanding of the purpose of such a 
Society, 

It is believed that there is a considerable number 

of elderly citizens in Aurora who might like to get to 

know each other, and come together at regular intervals 

for social intercourse and also to engage in craft work 

of an interesting character. An Eidercraft Society 

would provide tho necessary opportunities for such 
meetings. 

Many men of 85 and 70 years and over aro at their 
mental best, though numbers of them have gone into 
retirement. Dispossessed of a lifetime of routine 
interests, they aro inclined to become lonely and solf- 
centred. In tlmo they may even coma to feel they aro 
of little uso in a world that is active all around them. 

These aro tragic consequences that of ton follow on 
retirement from a busy life. But thoro need not bo 
such tragic consequences and the proposed Eidercraft 
Society Is designed to divort thorn. It is tho opinion 
of many medical mon of eminent standing that tho 
trouble with largo numbers of elderly people is not 
sickness but only lowliness and a sense of frustration. 

To bring such people together, to engage in inter- 
esting occupations, is the objective of Mr. Hoffman's 
committee, and we applaud that committee and tho 
Aurora Rotary Club as a whole for the work they are 
doing in furthering such a splendid project. Such 

work is a wal service to their community. We. hope 
to have more information on it at an early date, 
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Kennedy St Petition 

Asks Withdrawal Of 
Original Sewer Request 

A petition for the withdrawal of the original Ken- 
nedy St. sewer petition was presented by Drs. C. R. 
Boulding and E. J. Henderson to the final meeting of 
the year of the Aurora town council last week. 



The petition asked that in view 
of the excessive cost of the 
sewers of 42 cents, that the origi- 
nal petition be withdrawn. The 
most recent petition was signed 
by nine of the ten original peti- 
tioners. Councillor Victor Jones 
moved that it be accepted.

if the petition could be granted

missing. 

She was assured that it could 
be done, and the town solicitor, 
Lome C. Lee, later enlarged on 
the point following a discussion 
on the legality of Councillor 
Jones* motion. He said that the 
motion was in order and the 
petition legal. 

Dr. Henderson also asked that 
funds be made available to the 
school board for payment of 



school building costs. His re- 
quest raised the question of the 
disposition of the school borrow- 
ing by-law and following a 
search of the files, some doubt 
was raised as to whether it had 
actually been passed. The mat- 
ter was left to the solicitor and 
the town clerk to settle with 
provision made for a special 
council meeting to pass tho by- 
law if necessary,

council, asked that more skating 
time be provided for Aurora 
children. The letter was for- 
warded to the arena commission.

CHANGE NEEDED HERE ! 

The results of the recent vote on a milk marketing 
agency offer substantial grounds for questioning the 
manner in which it is conducted. Tsvo-thirds of the 
votes of all producers are required before a marketing 
agency can be established. Ballots are mailed to all < 
producers. The producer marks his choice of yes or 
no, signs the ballot, and returns it by mail. If a ballot 
is not returned, it is counted as a vote against the 
agency. 

The milk marketing agency failed to cany because 
only 64.8 percent of the producers voted for it Sixty- 
six point six, percent was required. But only 68.2; 

percent of the producers voted, and only 3.4 percent^ 

less than one in 20, voted against the proposal. That 
small percentage, plus the percentage of voters who 
'didn't send in their ballots and so were registered as 
opposing it, was just enough to defeat the proposal. 

The milk producers have asked for another vote; 
they are certain that among those who failed to return 
their ballots, there are enough who favor the proposal 
to carry it with a whopping majority. Their request 
for another vote will be granted but in the meantime, 
new contracts have been signed and the producers have 
lost for another year the advantages they might have 
had had the proposal for the agency carried on the 
first vote. ♦ 

With more than 19 in every 20 producers who 
registered their opinion favoring the milk marketing 
agency, a second vote is something of a farce. The 
principle that those who don't send in their ballot are 
counted as against the proposal is, we believe, unjusti- 
fied. We agree that v^hen a form of compulsory mar- 
keting is imposed every effort should be made to 
protect the rights of a minority, but we cannot see how 
registering unreturned ballots as no votes accomplishes 
this. The onus of registering an opinion rests as 
strongly upon those opposed as those in favor. 

As the agency vote is taken now, the indifferent 
or forgetful have an opinion imposed upon them at 
the cost of those who have troubled to vote. We don't 
think this Tfc right. The count should be taken of only 
those who vote.

hunting and fishing. As it is, because of the ignorant, 
ill-mannered attitude of city hunters, fine sport is lost 
to others. 

The deer population has become so heavy that the 
animals have become a nuisance to f a r m e r s. The 

i 

department of lands and forests declared an oj)cn season 
in some parts of southern Ontario, including some 
townships in .York, in the expectation that the nuisance 
would be ended. But shortly after the announcement 
was made, it was rescinded. Township councils had 
protested the; open season because the rural population 
feared more-' the damage done by hunters than the 
nuisance of .too much deer. 

Mr. McGillen looked into this situation. He con- 
cluded that hunters are 90 percent in the wrong in 
their relations with farmers. "Farm land in Southern 
Ontario is private, property and a hunter or angler has 
no more right to trespass than he has to tramp ovor 
your front lawn or garden. That evidently is not 
generally t :nderstood. ,, This last comment is a master- 
piece of understatement as the rest of his remarks bear 
out. 

He writes of a farmer who was surprised at dinner 
by a bullet through his window, of another whose steer 
came home loaded with buckshot. Another's dog was 
shot; the fourth lost two tame ducks to hunters who 
shot them and ran for their car. Still another instance 
was of hunters who ignored the farmer's insistence 
that they get off his land, sent a bullet through his front 
window and holed five bee hives. 

To these stories can bo added the experiences of 
local farmers with hunters, in season or out. It seems 
that when the city hunter picks up his gun, he's so 
bound and determined that he's going to fire it that 
the target doesn't much matter, whether it's legitimate 
game or a farmers' window. A favorite target, of 
course, is tho "No Hunting" signs which are generally 
riddled within days of their being posted. 

"This sort of nonsense, this boorish, arrogant dis- 
regard for the rights of property owners is going to 
kill hunting and fishing in Southern Ontario," says 
Mr. McGillen. "I wonder how many city Joes would 
tolerate this behavior? he asks, "You who like to 
get away for a fow hours in the fields, or tho woods, 
or on a stream- had hotter make up your minds right 
now whother you are going to stand idly by while 

unprincipled hoodlums who call themselves sportsmen 
ruin your sport." 

To which every farmer will breathe a fervent 
"Amen" with tho postscript that more game wardens, 
tougher 1/iws, as well as good manners, bo considered.

We had 
only two returns and we are 
sure one of them is in ealf now. 
The eows look good and feel 
good and milk well. We so 
far have had one case of aceto- 
nemia and no udder trouble. It 
would seem unreasonable to 
attribute all this to good grass 
silage. But it seems to us that 
it must hove helped some. 

Our next resolution concern* 
seeding in the spring. We must 
get that spring seeding In by 
about the 12th of May and as 
early as can be done. We also 
promise ourselves to get In aa 
much loose hay as we can. Had 

we done this, the quality of 

our hay would have been bettor 
this year. 

We want to try and send in 
registration and transfer papers 
on tlmo and answer all corres- 
pondence from the different de- 
partments of the government 
right away. We hop* this will 
not encourage them to Inereua 
the avalanche of paper Already 
coming pur w*y. 

We should put antlfreete ia 
tractors, and sprayer in better 
time than lut year and In. gen- 
eral should be s better and mors 
careful farmer. 

Now you see, Mr: Editor,- why 
we couldn't just write" our col- 
umn. We hope that the quality 
of our resolutions will .aaaunr 
you that this wasn't juit an art-
